In 
the sending apparatus, four prismatic 
rings are combined, revoUing across 
a light beam dir*cted through a pho- 
to negative. 
These rln^s slice the 


rays into strips and convert the light 
values into electrical values. 
The electrical values are then sent 


out into space on radio carrier waves 
just as sound is transmitted 
At the 


receiving end, therfe electrical waves 
are caught, converted into light and 
recorded on a photo negative 
Thus one broadasting 
station can 


transmit a photograph to as many 
points as have the required receiv- 
ing apparatus, powerful enough to

Poison In Canned Foods. 
i 


Mr. Thorn of tUe United States Bu- 
reau of Chemistry says that if cooks 
were properly on their guard there 
would be no .botylinus poisoning. Care 
in the selection of foods, throwing 
away all the mildewed and spoiled. 
cutting all the 
decaying parts 
and 


washing away all the dirt, would pre- 
vent most of the trouble. CookinK to 
hls-h enouKh temperatures before can- 
ning 
would 
prevent practically 
all 


trouble that was left. 


But Mr. Thorn did not have refer- 


ence to these two points in hla state- 
ment. 
He says the cook should in- 
spect the can for evideace o£ spoiling, 
should note whether there was gas or 
odor when the can was opened, and 
should then use his noste and his other 
organs of special sense. 
When a can 
is opened UD. if it contains botulinus 
laxin. it will have an odor which may 
be missing when it reaches the table. 
Dr. Thorn was talking about the cook 
in the kitchen who opens the can of 
food preparatory to serving it.

It is possible 
that cans containing infected spinach, 
kept in the cold might develop enough 
poison to silently poison before thev 
would develop enough gas to make 
the can bulge. But that is not prob- 
abU. 


In running down outbreaks of bo- 


tulinism due to eating canned spinach, 
the bureau found that in several in- 
stances extenive spoilage had occurr- 
ed and that these lots "had been sorted 
over and salvaged several times.

American Motorist," was stopped q0d 
fined $15 because he went too fast^ 
over a road intersection.

Mr Robinson -was fined the Gooch-

officials halted 
a number of 


tourists on the same charge and were

Mr Robinson complained to Secre- 


tary Daniel P. Wine, of the Shenan- 
doah Valley, Inc. Mr. Wine took the 
matter up with Governor Trinkle, 
who referred it to Chairraa'n Shirley 
Mr. Shirley answered by recommend- 
ing- the appointment of a commission 
to revise the State motor laws, so as 
to lay down a. general speed regula- 
tion for all cities and towns which 
cannot be superseded by a small town 
or county speed law. • 
Text of Shirley's letter. 


Mr. Shirley, in his letter to Gover- 


nor Trinkle, says- 


"Regret that we are practically 


helpless to relieve the bad condition 
complained of We have had a num- 
ber of complaints about the actions 
of this officer, but he is employed by 
Goochland county, and 
under our 


general automobile law. which in my 
judgment 
is very 
imperfect 
and 


should be revised, we have no au- 
thority over him, for he is operating 
strictly in accordance therewith. 


"The law provides -that the speed 
shall be reduced to one-half of the 
maximum speed at intersecting high- 
ways 
We have placed signs at most 


of the important intersecting, roads, 
but the law can be construed to mean 
any highway, regardless of its impor- 
tance, nad this is where the local of- 
ficers take advantage. 
"I know of nothing that is doing 


th£ state more harm than this arrest- 
ing of people by the local traffic of-

dinances P* they deem most expedient 
and to set speed ,limits 
Where we 


get into a great deal of trouble is that

er, a member of the State Highway 
Commission, a member of the leading 
automobile clubs and two or three 
men who are interested in this sub- 
ject, to go over the present law, es- 
pecially where it refers to traffic on 
the highways, revise it and report to 
you a law for the entire state 


Thinks Law Can Be Drafted. 


"It will take some little time to 


•work up such a law and get it to 
meet all- conditions, but I am sure It 
will have sufficient support so that 
when the Legislature meets there will 
be no question or fight over its pas- 
sage. 
"If we have any way to control the 


county officers, I would take pleas- 
ure in doing what we could. It is al- 
most useless to erect signs stating the 
speed and traffic regulations, for they 
would be, misleading and in many in- 
stances in conflict with ordinances of 
the various towns. 
"I am getting ready to place signs 


over the entire state giving the route 
number, directions and distances and 
we have about completed arrange- 
ments for this work. I think within 
the next six months we will have the 
state -well signed, so that anyone can 
pass through it without, asking for 
directions."
